More Light In The Corn Field 


Here are results of seeding grass-legume mixtures early in July 


at the second cultivation and in corn planted in 80-inch rows. 


usual 40-inch row? Or, can we make 

rows twice that width and still get large 
yields along with other advantages? Corn 
growing has been revolutionized during the 
past two decades through the development 
and use of hybrid varieties and also general 
use of power driven farm machinery. 

Most hybrids are vigorous growers with 
heavy green stalks and a_ luxuriant leaf 
growth reaching low to the ground. This 
causes dense shading between the rows. It 
calls for more sunlight down the rows in or- 
der that plant growth may progress rapidly 
and give the high yields expected of hybrid 
varieties. 

In order to prevent dense shading and let 
in more light we can widen the corn rows. 
Widening corn rows from 40 inches up to 80 
inches cuts in half the number of rows on 
an acre of land, but this certainly does not 
cut in half the acre yield. In fact, changing 
from 40 inches to 60 inches between the rows 
increased the acre yield. 

On a hybrid seed corn farm at Blooming- 
ton, IIL, in 1951, the 40-inch row gave 118 
bushels and the 60-inch row made 125 bushels 
an acre. The yield from the 80-inch row for

the same year was 99 bushels per acre. This 
80-inch row yield was only 19 bushels below 
the 40-inch row and some 26 bushels below 
the 60-inch row. 

These field tests were again carried out 
during the dry season of 1952 with acre 
yields slightly lower but essentially in the 
same proportion as in 1951, the good corn 
year. The average for two years (1951-52) 
was 40-inch row 112 bushels, 60-inch row 115 
bushels, and the 80-inch row 89 bushels an 
acre. These results indicate that more light 
in the corn field might be a good thing. The 
rate of planting was 16,000 stalks an acre in 
all three-row widths during the two years. 

Wide rows have other advantages which on 
many farms may more than balance any loss 
in corn yield. The big advantage is that the 
wide row allows the growth of a legume- 
grass cover crop between the corn rows. Such 
a cover crop in the corn field has a number 
of advantages: 


1. It serves to control erosion when cornstalk 
land stands over fall and winter months. 


2. It makes it possible to get a legume stand 
without oats, wheat, or rye as a nurse crop. 


8. The cover crop can be used for fall and 
spring pasture or it may be used only as a green 
manure crop. 


4. A legume-grass cover crop supplies nitrogen 
and organic matter and when use! as a green 
manure will permit growing corn more often on 
the same land. 


The best time to seed the legume-grass crop 
is early in July at the second cultivation of 
the corn. Seeding earlier than this is likely 
to give weeds too much of a start on the new 
seeding. When seeded later than the second 
cultivation the corn growth is likely to be too 
tall and will interfere with seeding. 

Seeding is also a problem at present and 
must be left to the ingenuity of the individual 
farmer. Some attach a broadcast seeder to 
the front of the tractor and spread the seed 
ahead of the cultivator. The best possibility 
is a grass seed drill sufficiently narow that 
it may be run between the wide corn rows. 
Such implements are being developed but at 
present are largely in the experimental stage. 

Weeds may interfere with the growth of 
the seeding on some fields. Some means of 
clipping weeds should be devised in order to 
prevent too much injury to the early growth 
of the legumes.

There is a wide choice in selecting legumes 
and grasses which are suitable for a cover 
crop in growing corn, Legumes adapted for 
this purpose are as follows: alfalfa, sweet 
clover, red clover, alsike clover, and ladino. 
Grasses suitable for corn field seeding are 
bromegrass, orchard grass, alta fescue, rye 
grass, timothy, and Balbo rye. These have 
been tried and proven satisfactory. Rates of 
seeding should be about the same as when 
seeded in oats, wheat, or other nurse crops. 

It was amazing that the legume-grass cover 
crops did so well during the severe drouth 
of '52. This was apparent on the hybrid seed 
corn farm and also on other farms in Central 
Illinois. Some folks were of the opinion that 
if such a cropping system would succeed dur- 
ing a drouth year, it could be depended upon 
in any year of normal rainfall. 

Bypassing the oat crop in getting a legume- 
grass crop on the land is an important item 
of success in the wide corn-row seeding. In 
the southern part of the cornbelt it is diffi- 
cult to get oats seeded sufficiently early in 
the spring season. Late seeding increases the 
possibility of a low and unprofitable oat 
yield. The northern part of the cornbelt 
is far more favorable for the oat crop, The 
farmer usually has no other choice but to 
accept an unprofitable oat yield in order to 
establish legume-grass mixtures on his fields. 

Based on total protein and digestible nu- 
trients, corn has considerably more feed value 
than oats. Corn contains about 600 Ibs. of 
total protein in 100 bushels of grain. Oats 
has only 390 Ibs. protein in 100 bushels of 
grain. This comparison shows corn to have 
slightly over one-third more protein than oats. 
The corn yield could be reduced by about 30 
bushels an acre and still be more than equal 
to a similar oat yield 


Experimental work on the hybrid seed corn 
farm showed that the 80-inch row reduced 
the corn by 26 bushels an acre average for 
two years. Even with this reduction in yield 
the corn crop would be far more valuable 
than oats. 

Excellent stands of alfalfa, red clover, 
sweet clover, and mixtures of legumes and 
grasses were obtained in the 60-inch and 80- 
inch rows. The 80-inch row gave the better 
cover crops. Some of these legumes made 
excellent stand-over crops which might be 
used for pasture or hay. In the case of the 
hay crop, the first cutting would likely con- 
tain a large amount of dry stalks. THE END 
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Raising Calves At Minimum Cost 


Selling replacements hos been 


profitable for this California 


dairyman. Nearly 150 calves 


were raised last year, 100 sold. 


NORTHERN California dairy's calf-rais- 
Ai program is paying handsome divi- 

dends in the form of premium prices, 
and there is a strong demand for all its avail- 
able replacement stock. These calves are be- 
ing raised at absolute minimum cost, the 
mortality rate being only 3 per cent. 

The J. S. Watson Dairy, with from 240 to 
250 grade Holsteins, Jerseys, and Guernseys, 
has a herd average of 566.2 lbs. fat, 2x, 305 
days in DHIA. 

A unique feature in the operation is that 
every heifer calf in the herd is raised and of 
these, 45 go to the main herd every year, 
while the remaining 100 are sold and pro- 
vide a satisfactory source of farm income 

Manager Keegan Watson said that the de- 
mand for the calves was so great this past 
year that he could have sold another 200-—if 
he'd had them 


No shelter needed for calving ... 

In describing his program, Mr. Watson ex- 
plained that due to the mild California cli- 
mate no calving pens, shelters, or barns are 
used for calving. The animal is taken to a 
small field or large corral; she is checked 
twice in the morning, once in the afternoon, 
and again in the evening 

When the calf is dropped, its navel is ster- 
ilized by dipping it in a jug of iodine. After 
the first half day the calf is put in a small 
outside calf pen with up to 20 other calves of 
the same age 

The fresh cows are turned in with the 
calves twice a day for only half an hour at 
a time, thus preventing the calves from gorg- 
ing themselves. This arrangement continues 
for about three days and at the end of that 
period they go into the bucket-breaking stage. 
The calves are chained to inside private 
stalls as an isolation measure and fed their 
own mothers’ milk diluted 50-50 with water, 
each calf getting 1'% gallons per day. To 
this is added four teaspoons of powdered 
aureomycin, the practice having been used 
successfully during the past six months. 

If a calf should develop scours, an intra- 
muscular injection of penicillin proves ef- 
fective, usually administered in 300,000 unit 


doses. Streptomycin proves satisfactory in 


dealing with the more severe cases and is 
given at the rate of one cc. in the concen- 
trated form. For minor ailments, such as 
colds, running eyes, or if the droppings don’t 
look exactly right, sulfanilamide, given orally, 


is found to be adequate

“We watch our calves very closely during 
the first two or three weeks,” Mr. Watson 
observed. He said that there was no inci- 
dence of blackleg and consequently no vac- 
cination for this disease was necessary. 

At night the bucket calves are kept warm 
in the shelter, although there are no heat- 
ing facilities in the building. During the day 
they are put out in the corral to take ad- 
vantage of the sun. 


Begin grain feeding at three weeks .. . 

When they are three weeks old they drink 
out of a bucket and are put in a much larger 
group with older calves ranging in age from 
three weeks to 34, months. They are all 
fed a fine texture of rye and volunteer clover 
hay from stanchions. They are also fed a 
grain mix, comprised of one-sixth calf pellets 
and five-sixths dairy ration, at about a pound 
per day for each calf on a free-choice basis. 
Hay and salt are available at all times. See- 
ing the larger calves eat tends to encourage 
the smaller calves to begin to eat hay and 
grain also. 

During this first period the calves get the 
following: 

1. Fresh cow’s milk, diluted down 50-50. 

2. Milk, also diluted 50-50, from cows that 
are being dried off, that is, milking once a 
day, once every other day, and then once 
every third day. The reason for the forced

drying is to give the cows two months and 
10 days rest between lactations. 

3. The balance of the gallonage required to 
feed the calf group, usually 20 to 30 calves, 
is made up of a buttermilk by-product which 
is used as a milk substitute. 

Since it is a fluid milk dairy and there are 
no other channels available for the milk on 
the ranch, its utilization in the calf-raising 
program provides a substantial saving. The 
main cost is the milk substitute and it fre- 
quently happens that no substitute need be 
used. The calves at this stage take up to 
three gallons of milk per day, depending on 
size, age, and breed. 


All weaned by five months ... 


In the 314 to five month stage the calves 
are weaned, and all are given the same type 
of volunteer rye and clover plus a_ special 
commercial calf mixture at the rate of 2 Ibs. 
per day per calf. They also get a half cup 
of aureomycin mixed in their grain each day. 
At this stage the calves are dehorned by the 
scoop method. 

The calves are then segregated into age 
groups of 5 to 10 months and 10 to 15 
months, so that there won't be too much com- 
petition for the feed. They are also put on 
California pasture (green in spring and dry 
in the late fall). During the periods when 
there is no green pasture the calves are fed 
on either oats and vetch or corn silage on a 
free-choice basis. In addition to this they 
are fed a dairy ration of 1% pounds per calf 
per day, regardless of other feed. 

In the 15 to 25-month class all heifers are 
range-bred at 15 months, regardless of size 
or breed, to good young bulls of their own 
breed. These bulls are approximately one 
year old. Thus, it is possible to get early 
provings on young sires, and also increase 
the replacement stock which can be offered 
for sale. 

An elaborate identification system has been 
set up for the entire calf program. When a 
new calf is born, she is assigned a numbered 
tag, which is placed on a chain around her 
neck. This number together with that of her 
dam, the date of birth, and the sire, are en- 
tered in the calf book. 

This is a breakdown of costs for raising a 
calf during the first six months: Whole milk, 
nil; skimmilk, $3.50; calf meal, $6.50; con- 
centrate mixture, $10; hay, $16; and pasture, 
$2.50. In the six months tofone year of age 
period, the costs were: Concentrate mixture, 
$14; hay, $10; pasture, $16. THE END

Mr. J. J. Anderson, Connecticut: (a) Al- 
falfa, clover, timothy, brome—mostly in some 
combination of these crops. (b) Alfalfa or 
clover. 

Mr. R. A. McLaughlin, North Carolina: (a) 
Alfalfa, orchard grass and ladino clover, and 
soybeans. (b) Alfalfa. 

Mr. Robert Stowell, New York: (a) Ladino 
clover and timothy; birdsfoot trefoil and timo- 
thy. (b) The crop should have a high per- 
centage of legumes to make top silage. 

Mr. Frank Gratsinger, Oregon: (a) Timo- 
thy, clovers, rye grass, and alta fescue. (b) 
Most any grass makes good silage when cut 
early. We like ladino and grass, mixed. 

Mr. Walter Hurlburt, Massachusetts: (a) 
We have used all our first cutting grass and 
legumes plus wheat, oats and rye; also millet, 
sudan, and sorghum. (b) Ladino clover and 
bromegrass or a mixture of alfalfa and brome. 

Mr. Ray Lange, Iowa: (a) Alfalfa, brome, 
and red clover. (b) Alfalfa-brome. 

Mr. Cuth Nairn, Pennsylvania: (a) Alfalfa, 
mixed legumes and grasses. (b) Mixed leg- 
umes and grasses.

Anderson: None. 

McLaughlin: Orchard grass and _ ladino 
clover, but maybe it was due to the age when 
cut.

Timothy 
should be cut before the bloom stage. 

Hurlburt: Rye. We sometimes have wheat 
and rye left from pasturing in spring. 

Lange: None.

© AT WHAT STAGE DO YOU PREFER 
TO CUT THE VARIOUS CROPS? 


Anderson: Start in bud and usually finish 
in’ full bloom. We prefer about 25 per cent 
bloom on legumes, 

McLaughlin: We have stopped making 
grass silage and gone back to corn entirely. 
The reason is the odor in the barns. 

Stowell: As soon as they are large enough 
to be raked. 

Gratsinger: We like to begin cutting before 
the bloom stage on any grass, or one-fourth 
to one-third bloom on clovers. 

Hurlburt: Just when it begins to head. We 
try to have it as near like good pasture as 
possible. 

Lange: I prefer to cut alfalfa-brome when 
alfalfa is in one-tenth bloom and the red 
clover when some heads have started to turn 
brown. 

Nairn: We make mostly mixed grass silage 
just before grasses start to head out and 
when soil conditions permit the use of heavy 
machinery. 


© WHAT METHOD OF CUTTING DO 
YOU PREFER? 

Anderson: We have used the mower and 
hay loader, have picked it up from the swath 
with hay chopper, later mower and wind- 
rower, followed by a field harvester and 
blower at the silo. We prefer the field har- 
vester, cut the material a quarter inch long. 
We wilt from one to five hours; try to have 
the moisture about 70 per cent. 

Stowell: Have used field chopper method, 
also ensilage cutter and hay loader. We pre- 
fer the former, prefer a one-half inch theo- 
retical cut. We wilt only as long as it takes 
to rake and chop the crop. 

Gratsinger: We like to use the mower and 
field chopper, cut very short, one-half inch 
or less. Length of time we wilt depends on 
the weather and the crop, usually two to five 
hours. 

Hurlburt: Forage harvester only. We cut 
as short as possible, it packs better and 
comes out easier. Whenever we wilt the ma- 
terial we just use our judgment. The time 
needed depends entirely on the weather and 
the stage of growth. However, our first con- 
sideration is to keep the equipment rolling,

even if the weather is good and the wilting 
is cut short. Some years, in our locality, the 
frequency of showers during the last week in 
May makes wilting impractical. 

Lange: We prefer using a forage harvester 
in the field and then blow the material into 
the silo with a blower. We like to have it 
cut short, one-half inch or shorter. We wilt 
when the grass is very wet, but we do not 
wait for it to wilt if the weather is cloudy. 
We cut it and rake it, then follow up with 
the chopper. 

Nairn: We cut the material about one-half 
inch in length, do not use the wilting method, 


© WHAT PRESERVATIVES DO YOU 
USE? AT WHAT RATES? 
Anderson: Have used molasses, nothing 


during the war, later molasses, and last year 
we used sulphur dioxide gas. We prefer mo- 
lasses because of easier application, but be- 
lieve sulphur dioxide in powder form will be 
the answer. Molasses is used at the rate of 
60 to 100 pounds per ton and the sulphur 
dioxide at the rate of 4 to 6 pounds. 

McLaughlin: Corn meal and molasses; pre- 
ferred the former. We use 150 Ibs. corn meal 
or 10 gallons of molasses per ton. 

Stowell: Have used dried whey at the rate 
of 30 lbs. per ton, but do not believe a pre- 
servative is necessary. 

Gratsinger: Phosphoric acid, molasses, and 
beet pulp. We prefer beet pulp, but the. cost 
seemed to be high last year when compared 
to molasses. The molasses is used at the rate 
of 40 to 100 lbs. per ton; the beet pulp, 75 to 
150 lbs. per ton. 

Hurlburt: We used 80 lbs. per ton of mo- 
lasses until the price seemed prohibitive and 
since have used citrus or beet pulp. Have 
used citrus meal at the rate of 100 Ibs, per 
ton, but this year we used both citrus and 
beet pulp at about 33 Ibs. per ton. It seems 
to be very satisfactory so far for the grass 
put up in June. However, the odor is bad 
from the grass put up in May. We had a 
flood the first week of June that delayed our 
silo filling. 

Lange: We have used liquid and dried mo- 
lasses, both have been satisfactory. However, 
the dried is easier to handle. The liquid is 
used at the rate of 5 (Turn to page 240)

PUMPING NOT 
FINAL ANSWER 


If you have to have the cesspool 
pumped out several times every 
wet spring, you should be convinced 


by now that pumping is not the 
answer to the problem. 
The bottom and side walls of a 


cesspool usually become resistant to 
drainage and the cesspool fills up 
and overflows, especially when 
ground waters are high 

Instead of wasting money by hav- 
ing the cesspool pumped out, dig 
another one a few feet away. A 
New Jersey farm engineer says the 
two should be connected with a sub- 
merged inlet pipe which prevents 
scum from the first chamber enter- 
ing the second one. The second 
chamber or well is fitted with an 
outlet pipe leading to a tile disposal 
system in the surrounding yard. 

As long as there is vertical drain- 
age, the system serves as a cesspool 
disposal, but as soon as sides and 
bottom become watertight the sys- 
tem functions as a standard septic 
tank disposal unit 

Any cesspool disposal system may 
constitute a hazard to the drinking 
water pumped from _ surrounding 
areas. On new construction, a tight 
walled and floored septic tank unit 
is the only one that should be 
considered. 


FERTILIZE TREES, 
EVERGREENS IN SPRING 


For healthy, vigorous growth in 
your shade trees and evergreens this 
spring, fertilize them as soon as the 
frost is out of the ground. An Illi- 
nois landscape’ specialist recom- 
mends a high nitrogen fertilizer. 

As for the amount to apply, here’s 
an easy rule: Put on three or four 
pounds of a 10-8-6 or 10-6-4 fer- 
tilizer for each inch of trunk diam- 
eter at a height of 4% feet above 
the ground. If trees are less than 
six inches in diameter, cut that 
amount in half 

To apply the fertilizer to shade 
trees, make several small holes two 
feet apart and about 18 inches deep in 
the soil under the branch spread of 


each tree. Put a small amount of 
fertilizer in each hole and fill with 
top soil or peat. 


For young trees it's a good idea 
to fertilize every year, but for older 
trees once every three years is 
enough. 

For pine, spruce, and other ever- 
greens, you can use the same types 
of fertilizers and methods of appli- 
cation, but they need less fertilizer. 
Two pounds are enough for each 
inch of trunk diameter. Be careful 
not to spill any high nitrogen fer- 
tilizer on the evergreen foliage be- 
cause it will “burn” the foliage. 


LOOSE, DEEP 
LITTER BEST 


This time of year is particularly 
tough on poultry house litter. It 
becomes wet, soggy, packed, and 
damp, which favors development of 
disease germs and parasite eggs, 
thus causing poor health among 
birds. 

Any litter in this condition should 
be removed and replaced by fresh. 

Frequent stirring prevents caking 
and packing. Packing can also be 


avoided by providing wire platforms 


under water fountains, dropping 
pits, and under all roosts, along 
with occasional light application of 


new litter. Another help is applica- 


tion of lime at the rate of 10 to 15 
pounds to every 75 to 100 square 
feet of floor space when litter is 


3 to 5 inches deep. 

The number of birds in a pen is 
another important factor in litter 
management. From three to four 
square feet of floor space should be 
allowed for each bird. Less than 
this amount means poor litter con- 
ditions. Light feeding of grain in 
the litter encourages the birds to 


scratch and so mix the litter.

TIME FOR 
SPRING CLEAN-UP 


One of the first impressions a 
visitor gets when driving into your 
yard is the over-all neatness of the 
farm yard. Boxes, crates, old lum- 
ber, discarded machinery, and other 
such items around buildings often 
give an unfavorable impression. Be- 
fore heavy spring work begins, this 
would be an excellent time to clean 
up the farmstead. 

Along this same line, broken win- 
dow panes, sagging doors, and brok- 
en hinges should be repaired before 
summer or chances are they won't 
be taken care of until real damage 
is done. Too many times we nail 
a board over a broken window as a 
temporary measure and before we 
realize it, the improvement becomes 
permanent. 


ANYONE CAN 
SHARPEN KNIVES 


A Vermont home management 
specialist lists the following equip- 
ment and simple rules so that any- 


one, with a little practice, can 
sharpen knives. 
A sharpening stone which has 


two surfaces, one coarse and one 
fine, and a steel are the only tools 
needed. You start by using the 
coarse side, which cuts more rap- 
idly and saves time. After this you 
can use the fine side to produce a 
keen edge. The steel is usually con- 
sidered a tool for keeping a sharp 
knife sharp. 

Here are the rules: Never use 
the stone dry. Oil it with a few 
drops of light oil, or immerse it in 


water until it stops bubbling. Put 
the stone on a damp cloth or a 
permanent rack to keep it from 


slipping. 

Place the heel of the knife at the 
lower left hand corner of the stone, 
with the cutting edge away from 
you. Then with the handle in the 
right hand hold the fingers of the 
left hand on top of the blade to 
guide it and exert a slight pressure. 
Push the knife across the stone to 
the lower right-hand corner with 
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an arc motion. Repeat several 
times. 

Then turn the knife over and 
Starting at the lower right-hand 
corner of the stone bring the knife 
across the stone in the same man- 
ner. Remember that the arc motion 
is the trick. Repeat the process, 
using the fine side of the stone. 

The angle at which you hold the 
knife against the stone will deter- 
mine the width of the cutting edge. 
Never work with the blade flat on 
the stone. 

To give the knife a few finishing 
strokes on the steel, hold the steel 
parallel to the floor in the left 
hand, being careful to keep the 
thumb against the guard to mini- 
mize danger. With the knife in the 
right hand and the heel of the 
blade held against the tip of the 
steel, move the blade along the 
steel from right to left, forming an 
are. Draw the blade first against 
one side of the steel and then the 
other. 


POISON-PROOF 
YOUR HOME 


Poison-proof your home and keep 
a homemade antidote handy in the 
kitchen cupboard. These two pre- 
cautions will go a long way toward 
reducing the danger of death from 
poisoning 

A Massachusetts home economist 
says few folks realize how many 
poisons can be found in the average 
home. Just to list a few. Kerosene, 
paint thinner and removers, strong 
washing compounds such as lye, in- 
secticides, ammonia, certain dry 
cleaners, silver polish, shellac, paint, 
and many others 

To poison-proof your home these 
things should be labeled as poison- 
ous and kept locked up or out of 
the reach of children 

Most drug stores carry poison an- 
tidotes but if you're interested in 
making one at home, here’s an easy 
one. Two tablespoons of pulverized 
charcoal, one tablespoon of magnesi- 
um oxide, and one tablespoon of 
tannic acid. Mix these three pow- 
ders together and keep handy in 
the kitchen cupboard in a bottle 
properly labeled. 

Pray that you'll never need the 
antidote but if you do, take a heap- 
ing teaspoonful, stir it into a small 
glass of water, and make the vic- 
tim drink it.

The American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration has struck out at what it 
terms “a short-sighted U. S. foreign 
trade policy which forces European 
countries to buy food behind the 
Iron Curtain while price-depressing 
farm surpluses continue to mount 
at home.” 

Citing a current economic report 
which disclosed that Great Britain| 
bartered some $140,000,000 worth)! 
of rubber and other goods to the 
Communist world last year for food, 
the farm organization said “this | 
country must hasten to work out! 
a balance of trade program which 
will enable nations of the free 
world to trade with each other and| 
thus eliminate the pressure on those |

countries who otherwise might trade 
strategic materials with Iron Cur-}| 
tain countries for badly needed food 
and other vital imports. 

“Unless trade barriers are re- 
moved to permit our allies to earn 
dollars with which to buy our boun- 
teous food and fiber supplies, trade | 
between non-dollar nations in West- 
ern Europe and Iron Curtain coun- 
tries is inevitable,” Farm Bureau} 
said 

Farm Bureau delegates to the re-| 
cent national convention of the or- 
ganization in Seattle, Wash., unani- 
mously approved an aggressive pro- 
gram to strengthen the trade ties 
between the United States and its 
alligs, (first) to stop the flow of 
strategic war materials to Russia 
and (second) to provide a firm basis

Test Soils During the 
Growing Season 


A well known agronomist writes: 

“Tests obtained during the mid- 
season of growing crops reflect ac- 
tual pH, acid or alkali, in 
soil as they affect the 
slightly more accurately than if 
taken in the late fall, winter, or 
early spring. Soils in midseason may 
show a slightly greater acidity by 
0.5 pH or more due to the effects of 
decomposing organic matter, of fer- 
tilizer action, or of lowered moisture 
content in soils. Allowance for this 
should be considered in performing 
tests at other seasons of the year 
if accurate results are desired.” 

While many farmers follow a prac- 
tice of applying a ton of lime every 
four or five years, this is not an en- 
tirely satisfactory procedure, statés 
the National Soil Conservation Com- 
mittee. It comes fairly close for 
general farming, but for crops such 
as onions, clovers, and alfalfa which 
require large quantities of lime and 
for crops such as potatoes and to- 
bacco which do best on a soil that 
is not quite neutral in pH, it is best 
to have the soil tested. 

The samples should be taken in 
several spots in the field showing 
a fairly uniform crop response, and 
must be thoroughly mixed before 
sending a portion of the sample to 
the laboratory. Separate samples 
should be taken in areas where soil 
conditions or crop response are dif- 
ferent from the rest of the field in 


order to ascertain special treatment | 


needed for particular areas. 
Remember — for best results, the 
samples will reflect actual soil con- 
ditions best when samples are taken 
and the testing done during the 
growing season. Then plan a liming 
program based on the recommenda- 
tions of your soils technician 
Most soils in the heavy 
area are naturally acid as studies 


show that from 550 to 1,100 Ibs. of | 
limestone are lost per acre annually | 


in drainage water. This is in addi- 
tion to the calcium which is removed 
from the soil by the crops.

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FARMERS ARE READY — ARE THE LEADERS? 


UST two weeks ago appeared our editorial, 

“Hour of Decision Sell Or Suffer.” In 
it, we recommended that dairymen give 
serious consideration to year-around support of 
the dairy sales effort carried on through the 
dairymen's own American Dairy Association. 
The response is beginning to roll in and, if 
early comment is any indication of nation- 
wide sentiment, the iron is hot. Dairy leader- 
ship will have to gallop to keep up the wishes 
of its membership. 

Here are excerpts from the first letter re- 
ceived. It is from an Iowa dairyman, Wayne 
Rostenbach, and is typical of nation-wide 
dairy farmer comment: 

“The dairy farmer has lost a lot of battles 
in the past. We have lost them because we 
were unprepared and because we didn't feel 
the issues involved were great enough to 
cause us much harm or alarm. Now, as the 
surplus butter piles up, we can begin to see 
our losses more clearly. The ‘imitation cow’ 
of tomorrow drives fear into our hearts and 
makes us wonder what kind of a future there 
can be for a dairyman. Most of us realize 
now that we are going to have to fight if we 
are to save the herds that we have been 
working a lifetime to build 

“Hoard'’s Dairyman has suggested that we 
set aside money for the American Dairy As- 
sociation every month instead of just the two 
months as we do now. This would make 
every day dairy day in America. We can't 
expect people to use our products if we don't 
remind them that they taste good, they are 
good for them, and that they are good for 
the pocketbook. The small amount of money 
that each of us would contribute under such 
a plan would serve as an investment in our 
own future. The ADA can help us hold our 
own in this struggle. We can’t afford to lose 
because if we do, we may lose everything. 

“It seems almost impossible to believe that 
six months ago the future of dairying was 
bright. Now our smiles are gone as we look 
at our milk checks. Lower prices for our milk 
or cream mean smaller profits or maybe even 
greater losses for us. What can we do to im- 
prove our lot? 

“1. We must set an example for city con- 
sumers.

“2. We must build strength into our milk 
marketing associations. 

“3. We must learn the needs of our milk- 
shed. 

“4. We must try to convince milk dis- 
tributors that big profits and high prices are 
bad 

“5S. We must have more strength at fed- 
eral milk hearings. 

“6. We need more research on dairy foods. 

“7. We must try to find new uses for milk 
and butterfat. 

“The job ahead is big! We are many and, 
because we differ, it is hard for us to make 
decisions. Those who oppose us are powerful 
and a few. It is easy for those few to decide 
what they are going to do. 

“Hoard’s Dairyman has suggested that we 
contribute $12,000,000 a year to the Ameri- 
can Dairy Association. Some of us will prob- 
ably hesitate, but have we got time? Let's 
get the story of the cow and dairy products 
to the consumer with television, radio, maga- 
zines, newspapers, and any other way possible. 

“Maybe we are fighting our last battle. We 
had better try, at least, to win!” 

We are not convinced that this is the “last 
battle.” But we do believe that the dairy 
farmer's decision of today may be one of the 
most critical ever made in the history of the 
industry. The wisdom of that decision will 
have a lot to do with the size of tomorrow's 
milk check. 


RETURN POOR BUTTER 


OFF-FLAVOR, unpalatable butter is more 

of a liability than an asset to dairy farm- 
ers and the industry. Nothing will drive a 
customer to an imitation quicker than poor 
quality butter. We will be doing ourselves a 
great service, therefore, if we will reject and 
return to the grocer every pound of butter 
that is not of good quality. When the re- 
tailer realizes that such a product offends his 
customers and causes rejection headaches, he 
will cease to stock it. The sooner it disap- 
pears from the market, the sooner we can 
promote the sale of butter without our fingers 
crossed. 





YELLOW OLEO WINS AGAIN 


S THE year began, only six of our 48 states 
prevented oleo’s pirating of butter’s golden 
yellow color. They were Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, Vermont, Iowa, South Dakota, and 
Montana. 


Today, Vermont has fallen. Dairymen have 
thrown in the towel in Montana and it ap- 
pears almost certain that South Dakota will 
foliow the well-trodden path. In Iowa, the 
issue is still in doubt but it is probable that 
yellow oleo will get the green light there, too, 
perhaps in triangular packages. 

It is possible and probable that only Minne- 
sota and Wisconsin will stand, reserving 
golden yellow to butter, thus preserving its 
sole remaining identifying characteristic. 


With these victories under their belts, we 
can expect the oleo manufacturers’ next as- 
sault will be to intensify their drives for oleo 
ice cream and then they will move against 
cheese, evaporated milk, cream, and, finally, 
fluid milk. 

Look at the current price of fluid milk and 
cream. For over 50 years, Hoard’s Dairyman 
has warned the industry that these would be 
the fruits of indifference to the threat of 
imitation. There is no satisfaction in the vin- 
dication of that prediction. It should serve 
to warn dairy farmers in all states, how- 
ever, that disorganization, disinterest, and 
complacency can bring disintegration of our 
markets. 
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In 1904, W. D. Hoard said: 


LAW OF REVERSION 


W HEN you have a good cow treat her, feed 

her, and handle her in a way such a cow 
should be treated, fed, and handled. Not 
alone should you do this for the increased 
milk she will yield but more than that for the 
effect it will have on her calves. Too few 
farmers ever give any thought to the bio- 
logical laws which govern bovine life. One of 
the most powerful influences at work con- 
stantly upon your cattle is that of environ- 
ment. A wise old dairyman once said to us: 
“If you want your cow to produce a good 
heifer give the mother wise dairy treatment 
and conditions and you have helped the mat- 
ter greatly.”

How Do We Report? 


My only child, a son now 28, has 
been in the Navy eight years. He, 
his mother, and I have purchased a 
farm of 114 acres on a land con- 
tract stipulating that each party re- 
tains one-third of the property (not 
joint ownership). I own all the live- 
stock and tools, etc., and operate the 
farm as a dairy, hog, and poultry 
farm. My son gets home from the 
Navy about twice a year and spends 
his time at the farm. 

Now how shall we report his in- 
come tax relative to the farm? 

I have talked with a local income 
tax collector. He tried to tell me 
that the best way is for him to rent 
to me. I informed him that I did 
not think it any of the government's 
business how we operated it as long 
as his income and proper deductions 
were reported. 

For simplicity, I wondered if it 
would be easier to report his farm 
income as a rate of interest on his 
investment in the farm and his de- 
ductions as interest on indebtedness, 
proper share of taxes, insurance, and 
depreciation. 

As I told the local income tax 
collector, we each had money in gov- 
ernment bonds bringing up to three 
per cent if left for 10 years. Now 
we cashed the bonds and invested in 
a farm. Why not report his farm 


income as three per cent on his 
investment? 
Michigan. E. W.S. 


Inasmuch as your son is not spend- 
ing any time on the farm, sharing 
in the laber to obtain the income, 
it seems if you give him a rental for 
his one-third of the real estate in 
the form of three or four per cent 


interest it would be fair to both 
parties. 

You and he have the sole right to 
make any agreement you wish. No 
one can make you do anything you 
do not wish to do. Whether he 
would be expected to pay his share 
of the real estate costs would de- 
pend on the agreement reached be- 
tween yourselves. I don't think you 
would want to go to the bother of 
dividing all costs of farm operation. 

On a 114-acre dairy, hog, and 
poultry farm you will not make for 
yourself for management and labor 
earnings much more than the going 
wage for hired help and return more 
than four per cent on the invest- 
ment. 

There would not be very much in- 
come to the son on which income 
tax would have to be paid as his 
service pay is exempt. If a commis- 
sioned officer, he is exempt on $200 


per month. He would have a per- 
sonal exemption of $600 so you 
could no doubt report paying him 


rent or interest up to that amount 

without causing him to pay tax and 

it would be a farm expense to you.

Oregon Store Differential 

Reactions from last fall’s expen- 
sive decision to retain state milk 
control in Oregon are being felt in 


| several places. 


For one thing, dairy cooperative 
association members who produce 
grade A milk have resumed buying 
bulk handling tanks. 

For another, the dairy industry 
as such is taking public relations 
steps; and for a third, the state 
board of agriculture, under which 
milk control functions, proposed at 
first meeting with its brand new 
“milk advisory committee” of 19, 


| two major changes in state milk 








control. One would zone the state 
for price hearing purposes; the oth- 
er would provide for “reasonable” 
price differentials between store and 
door. 

The latter was earth-shaking, for 
heretofore the milk administration 
has shown no disposition whatever 
even to consider differentials; and 
differentials were what Safeway 
Stores, leader in the anti-control 
fight last fall, apparently wanted 
most. 

The board's suggestion was to re- 
tain wholesale prices to stores and 
home delivery prices, but to permit 
retailers to “roll their own” prices. 
This was criticized on several points, 
but generally the committee agreed 
that there should be a differential. 
How to do it without lowering any- 
body's profit was the. problem—per- 
haps by economies in various steps 
between producer and consumer, 
On the other hand, the board saw 
no legal way to base a differential 
on cost unless store profits were 
reduced. 

Dividing the state into four or 
five zones for the sake of more fre- 
quent price hearings was generally 
approved. 

There will be other meetings with 
the advisory committee, and there 
are other controversial points. They 
include producer quotas, licensing 
of distributors to limit numbers, 
and limiting butterfat content of 
milk. These are defended by the 
administration as necessary to the 
purpose of the law: to provide con- 
sumers with an adequate supply of 
vital food, to assure producers of 
adequate return, and “in the public 
interest”. —GEORGE N. ANGELL, 


Improper Shipping Costly 


Getting in too big a hurry when 
loading livestock for shipment to 
market can be an expensive proposi- 
tion, loss-prevention spokesmen of 
the American Veterinary Medical 
Association report. 

“Some farmers and truckers be- 
come impatient when a_ stubborn 
cow or pig shies away from the 
loading ramp,” the report says. “So 
they resort to kicking, clubbing, and 
other rough handling. If they would 
take it easy, chances are that the 
animal would soon walk up the 
ramp by itself. 

“The result of rough handling, 
overcrowding in trucks and railroad 
cars, and other abuses that occur in 
shipping and the stockyards is a 
terrific financial loss from bruises, 
crippling, and disease. 

“During 1951, it is estimated that 
70 million pounds of meat were 
wasted in this way. The dead and 
crippled cattle alone would fill 715

3,500 boxcars, and sheep 125 box- 
cars 

“The annual cost of this waste 
is estimated at ten million dollars 
and emphasizes the need for greater 


care by farmers, shippers, and

Anderson: In an emergency we 
may begin immediately, but prefer 
to let it stand for two weeks or 
more. We feed it lightly at first, 
gradually increasing to full feed. 
Qur cows seem to like it imme- 
diately 

McLaughlin: Have started feed- 
ing it at once and have fed some two 
years old. The cows prefer corn 
Silage to grass 

Stowell: Not before 30 days. Our 
cows seem to like it after a very 
few days if mixed with corn silage 
at first 

Gratsinger: Several months. Our 
experience is that cows do not care 
as much for silage when recently 
cut as they do about 2 weeks later. 

Hurlburt: We have plenty of 
good pasture, so have not needed 
silage until fall. Last fall we did 
not start barn feeding until we had 
to keep the cows in nights, October 
18. Our cows seem to relish grass 
silage immediately 

Lange: About 4 months. We fill 
in June and open the silo in Octo- 
ber or November. The cows will 
learn to like it in about two or 
three feedings 

Nairn: We have never needed to 
feed grass silage less than two 
months after filling. It usually takes 
our cows seven to ten days to get 
used to it

silage, the bulls get 6-8 Ibs. of mixed 
hay; the cows get 25-30 Ibs. corn 
silage and 10 lbs. of the best long 
hay available, usually second cut- 
‘ting; heifers get 15 Ibs. of corn si- 
lage and all the mixed hay they 
will clean up. 

McLaughlin: 30 lbs. daily in three 
feedings to each cow, and from 10 
to 20 Ibs. per day to each heifer, 
depending on the size. In addition 
we feed all the hay the cows and 
heifers will consume. 

Stowell: Our cows get up to 30 
Ibs. daily and the heifers 20 Ibs. 
daily In addition, about 20 Ibs. 
hay and 15 lbs. corn silage are fed 
daily. 

Gratsinger: We just feed grass 
Silage to the cows, all they will 
consume. It amounts to 60-70 Ibs. 
per day in winter. In addition we 
feed alfalfa hay in bunks so the 
cows can eat it at will. However, 
they do not eat much of the hay 
when silage is accessible at all 
times. 

Hurlburt: We feed it to all our 
cattle, except young calves getting 
milk and the bulls. The cows get 
20 Ibs. of corn silage daily and all 
the grass silage they will eat. The 
total of both averages around 100 
Ibs. The heifers are fed all they 
will eat also, but I have never 
checked the amount because of 
their variation in size and age. We 
also feed corn silage and good hay 
with the grass silage. The amount 
is determined by the amount of 
corn put up. We feed all the good 
hay they will eat, usually about 
6 Ibs. per day. 

Lange: We feed about 30 lbs. per 
cow per day while our heifers get 
about 10 Ibs. per day when we have 
enough on hand. In addition we 
feed about 10 Ibs. of mixed clover- 
alfalfa and brome per day. 

Nairn: All cows get grass silage, 
about 25 lbs. once a day.

won't be too much profit in market 
eggs in 1953 for the chap who goes 
into the last half of the year with 
only about 50 per cent of his pullet 
flock left. Allowing for culling and 
mortality, a 50 per cent loss of num- 
bers is not an uncommon experience 
and the only reasonable practical 
way to avoid this sort of thing is to 
arrange for replacement birds. Actu- 
ally we have seen poultry houses half 
empty by July, and empty hopses 
don’t produce dollars or hold markets. 


Egg Market Shifts Call for 
Production Changes 


Shifts in the egg marketing pic- 
ture in the past few years make it 
more important than ever to get 
chicks started early in the year. 

E. E. Broadbent, poultry and egg 
marketing specialist in the [linois 
College of Agriculture, reports that 
the highest egg prices now come 
from about September 1 through 
December 15, the months of lowest 
supply. A few years ago the highest 
prices were received later, in the 
winter months. 

Alert poultrymen, Broadbent says, 
have kept an eye on this trend and 
have adjusted their production to 
take advantage of the high-priced 
market. 

Most baby chicks are sold in April 
and start laying about six months 
later, in October. By the time they 
have passed the pullet egg stage, the 
high market prices are almost gone 
and the producer has missed the 
best chance for good profits. 

Since the high prices seem to be 
coming earlier this year, buying 
baby chicks in January would help 
solve this problem, Broadbent says. 
Then good production would be 
reached in August, just when the 
price starts to climb.

Is Your Hog Pasture Ready? 


by R. H. Grummer 


FTEN the last month of win- 

ter weather has a pro- 

nounced effect on hog pro- 
duction plans for the following sum- 
mer months. With a sudden thaw 
followed by a sharp cold snap, ‘the 
best laid plans gang aft aglee.” 

The pasture crop that was _ in- 
tended for pork production can be 
wiped out overnight, and pasture 
is being recognized more and more 
as an economy factor in pork out- 
put. At this writing it is not known 
what condition will be found in 
seedings for hay and pastures, but 
it is always a wise move to prepare 
a replacement when there is any 
possibility of need. 

If winter weather does not take 
its toll of seeding, ladino clover, al- 
falfa, or mixtures of these with 
bromegrass will furnish all of the 
green feed needed for the growth 
period. They will, that is, if fore- 
sight in planning has been followed 
last year or earlier. 

Any of the combinations of these 
three crops will be all season and 
all weather guarantee of plentiful 
green feed. On many farms the 
mixtures of brome with legumes 
seem to be preferred because the 
brome takes up the slack when the 
legumes are rather thin. This may 
be the case in 1953 if winterkilling 


through frost upheaval or ice is 
extensive. 

But in case even the brome has 
not lived through, what are the 
possibilities? 

For emergency — spring rye. It 


grows fast. It may be planted ear- 
ly. The yield is good. It may later 
be turned under and the land plant- 
ed to a later maturing crop for late 
summer and fall. Spring rye fol- 
lowed by rape will give a plentiful 
yield of green feed from early sum- 
mer until the first hard freeze, 
with only a brief intermission when 
the rape is seeded. A seeding rate 
of four to six pounds of the Dwarf 
Essex rape per acre is recommended. 


Then the old standby, peas—oats— 
rape combination that has yielded 
as much pork per acre as alfalfa 


when experimental feeding trials 
have made the comparison. If seed- 
ed as follows, 1 bushel oats, 1 to 


1*2 bushels field peas, and 4 to 6 
pounds Dwarf Essex rape per acre, 
and on land well prepared, the re- 
turns in a normal season will be 
very satisfying. The oats reaches 
feeding stage first, when eight to 
ten inches high. The peas also make 
rapid growth and add extra protein 
as well as additional feeding ton- 
nage. 

The rape should be ready to fill 
in for both when maturity stages 
have been reached. Oats have gen- 
erally ripened and have disappeared 
in July. Peas have lost their suc- 
culence at about the same time. 
Rape, maturing more slowly, grows 
well during dry weather, and is 
about the last crop destroyed by 
frost. Hence, the value of these 
three plants as “fillers in” for the 
sturdier and more persistent leg- 
umes. 

One precaution at planting time 
must be kept in mind. Rape seed 
is very small. It must be planted 
shallow and seeded on a firm seed 
bed. It can be seeded with success- 
ful results only when broadcast on 
a well packed seed bed, after the 
oats and peas have been drilled, and 
the land harrowed. One light har- 
rowing will cover the seed _ suffi- 
ciently for good germination. 

Old bluegrass pastures for early 


grazing are excellent. A light ap- 
plication of nitrate fertilizer will 
boost yields and add_ succulence. 


The one hazard in the older pasture 
areas is parasite accumulation. If 
the land has been used as a hog 
lot for some years, roundworm eggs 
may cause plenty of trouble 

In certain areas where June 
beetles are a scourge, the thorny 
head worm will be an added diffi- 
culty. The larvae of the une

Off Feed, Fever, and Abortion 


These are the primary symptoms 
of leptospirosis, a comparative- 
ly new disease in dairy herds. 


by E. A. Woelffer, D.V.M. 


BOUT a year ago we reviewed 


an old disease which has re- 
cently become a new prob- 
lem in many dairy herds throughout 
the country. We referred to it as 
a “Disease of the Forties’’ because 


it was first recognized in the United 


States in 1944. We feel it impor- 
tant enough to discuss certain as- 
pects of it at this time. The re- 
sponsible agent is a germ that re- 
sembles a spiral. It can be seen 


only under the microscope and usu- 


ally a trained eye is necessary to 
recognize it 

Germs that fall in this classifica- 
tion are called spirochetes. There 
are a number of different kinds of 
these organisms, some being harm- 
ful and some not. One family or 
genus, as the scientists classify 
them, are called leptospira. Lepto- 
spiras are found in river and lake 
waters, in sewerage and in the sea. 


Some species produce the disease in 
animals *known as leptospirosis. This 
infection we wish to discuss. 
types of leptospira cause a 
similar disease in humans. Many 
wild and domestic animals harbor 
the infection.

How the disease is spread .. . 


Research workers, physicians, and 


veterinarians are each day adding 
to what is already known about 
this complicated disease. We have 
considerable knowledge of how it is 
spread trom one animal to another 
or animal to man, but we don't 
quite know the whole story. The 
organism probably localizes in a 
number of organs of the body but 
it is most readily found in the kid- 


neys and in the urine. 

The urine serves as the most com- 
mon medium of spread. In the barn 
or barnyard, droplets of urine fall- 
ing on hard floors or walks splash 
on to pieces of hay or other edible 
material Infection is spread when 
these contaminated food particles 
are taken into the digestive tract.

Symptoms... 


Usually the first symptom of the 
disease in cows is that they go off 
feed. This is followed by a rise in 
temperature which is often of short 
duration. The range is from 102° 
to 106° or 107 Milk production 
drops off and often there is an ud- 
der disturbance that may be con- 
fused with mastitis. The milk is 
usually thick and yellow and some- 
times bloody The udder shrinks 
considerably and becomes very limp, 

Sometimes the urine is_ blood- 
tinged and the thin-skinned areas 
take on aé_ée yellowish appearance 
(jaundice). Occasionally an animal 
will show considerable depression 
and labored breathing 

One of the outstanding symp- 
toms of the disease is abortion 
Abortions may occur at almost any- 
time. The rate may vary from 10

In sows the abor- 
tion rate may go even higher, The 
disease does not often cause death, 
The rate is about one per cent. 


Diagnosis ... 

Two different types of laboratory 
tests have been devised which are 
helpful in determining the presence 
of the disease. Sometimes it is dif- 


ficult to tell whether an animal is 
suffering from active infection or 
if it has overcome the disease, In 
the latter case, the animal usually 


has built up sufficient resistance to 
ward off disease but remains a car- 
rier or reservoir of intection. Lep- 
tospirosis can be confused with a 
variety of infectious diseases in- 
cluding digestive upsets, respiratory 
infections or congestion, pneumonia, 
mastitis, nephritis, vibriosis, brucel- 


losis, and a number of other ail- 
ments. 
Prevention and treatment... 
Veterinarians have found that 
early treatment with antibiotics 
such as penicillin, streptomycin, and 
terramycin are of benefit in early 
cases. If treatment is not adminis- 
tered early, recovery will be slow 
and uncertain, Treatment with pen- 
icillin often returns the animal to 
health but it does not eliminate the 
infection. There is some evidence 
that treatment with streptomycin 
or terramycin will also terminate 
the carrier state. However, this as-

Straining is a Symptom 


Straining is not a disease or in- 
fection, it is a symptom that occurs 


as a reaction of nervous tissue to 
injury or irritation, or simply a 
physiological stimulation. A some- 
what similar situation exists when 
an animal injures its foot or steps 
on a_ nail Pain, lameness, and 
sometimes swelling result These 
are symptoms of the irritation 
caused by injury or infection.

Although you didn’t describe the 
symptoms in your cow in very great 
detail, we feel the trouble you are 
attempting to describe is a rheumat- 
ic condition due to an arthritis in 
the lumbar vertebra or in the re- 
gion of the loin. The cause of this 


condition is often difficult to deter- 


mine. However, injury perhaps even 
from calving may be responsible 
There is no known treatment for 
cases of long standing. It is advisa- 
ble to place such cows in a well- 
bedded box stall where they may 
obtain relief and often show im- 
provement over a period of time. 


FEEDING MOLDY SILAGE
